CONSTITUTION OFTHEDIST.OF MT. 
VERNON. 

We, the people ot Mount Vernon District, 
being without l cal instituti ns for the reg- 
watiun of our civil affairs, and owmg no 
allegtance to any political organizavon ex- 
cept the Government of the Umted States, in 
order to secure our lives, our property, and 
our general welfare, do, of our own right 
and by our own free choice ordain and es- 
tablish the following Constitution of Govern- 


meni. 
ARTICLE I ! 

The District of Mount Vernon shal in- 
clade the territory within the following 
boundaries, to-wit: Commencing at a point 
on the Denver Road, known as the Golden 
City and Mount Vernon Junction, running 
thence westerly along the line of the old 
Jachson Road, to the junction of said Jack- 
son Road with the Tarryall Road, on the 
Divide at the head of Vernon Creek; thence 
due South to Turkey Creek ; thence down 
the centre of Turkey Creek to its junction 
with Montana or Bear Creek; thence in a 
straight line to the place of beginning 

ARTICLE IE 

Sectiow 1. The officers of the Districy 
shall be a President, a Vice-President, a 
Secretary nnd Recorder, two Justices of the 
Peace, and a Sheriff, who shall be elected b 
ballot, in the first instance, on the 20th day 
of September, 1860, and semi-annually there- 
after; and, on their induction into office, 
shall make a solemn affirmation to support 
the Constitution and laws of the United 
States, and of this District. 

Ste 2 The President shall preside in 
the public meetings of the people of the Dis- 
trict and in the Board of Elcetion, and shall 
18 ue certificates of elecíion to all officers 
elected during his term, and induct them 
into office. He shall also act as Judge of 
the Court of Appeals, and as Chief Justice 
of the Court of Crimes, and shall have power 
to issue all writs necessary to the exercise 
of such judicial authority 

Sec 3 The Vice President shall dis- 
charge the duties of the President, in case 
of the death, removal, resignation, absence, 
or other disability of that officer 

Src 4 The Secretary shall preserve a 
full and accurate account of the proceedings 
of public meetings beldin the District, which 
shall be open to any of tbe public who may 
desire to consult it He shall act as Clerk 
of the Board of Election, and sball sign cer- 
tifieates of election 15sued by the President. 
As Recorder, he shall record in a book hept 
expressly for that purpose, Declaiatinns of 
Cliims. Deeds, Contracts, Brands, Marks, 
Bills of Sale, Transfers, Mortgages, and 
such other writings as any resident. of the 
District may desire, and his cerufied copy 
of any such record sh ill be admissable as 
evidence in all the Courts of the Distrit. He 
shall also act as Clerk of the Court of Ap- 
peals, and as Clerk of the Court of Crimes 

Src 5 The Justices of Peace shall have 
jurisdiction in all civil cases when the de- 
fendant is found in the District, and of all 
public offenses below the degree of felony 
ansing in the District. They shall have 
power to issue all writs necessary fo the ex- 
erase of their authority Each of them shall 
keep a docket, setting forth in order the 
successive steps iu every suit brought before 
him. {fis provided, That an any suit com- 
menced before a Justice, either party ymay 
have a change of vende at pny time before 
the actual trial, ‘and may remove the cause

resolutions and business entered and asked 
toreport. Ten minutes of strenuous effort 
on the part of the speaker, tho sergeant-at- 
arms and his agsistants calmed the discord- 
ant elements to such a degree that the chair- 
man of the committee ventured to commence 
his report, ina faint hope that it would be 
heard. A majority and two minority reports 
were submitted ; neither. of them very re- 
markable, except for their dissimilarity — 
The committee, by its chairman, asked leave 
to sit again, when oneof the membera jump- 
ed up and declared ıt useless, as the com- 
mittee was as discordant as the convention 
itself, and he could see as little prospect of 
their agreeing upon any plan or recommen- 
daton, 
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At this stago of the proceedings, we wìth- 
drew from the hall, anda little later took 
our departure for the quiet and peaceful 
streets of the metropolis. 

At the tıme of our leaving, the sun had 
sunk behind the mountain tops, several mo- 
tions had been made to adjourn, which was 
doubtless effected in a few minutes thereaf. 
ter. There would be no night session, as 
the great ball would be the feature of the 
evening, and present paramount attractions 
to a majority of the delegates assembled. 

We await with some curiosity the result of 
to-day's proceedings, and indulge a very 
faint hope that something will be done. The 
plan of a confederation of districts, and a 
central organization, with three or more ju- 
dicial districts, and their courts with appel- 
late powers, home ervil jurisdiction and gen- 
eral enminal jurisdiction, seems to bé gain 
ing strength Should such a plan be adopt- 
ed, the executive branch of the Provisional 
Government will at once be abolished 

The plan 1s doubtless good enough if it 
can be made to work Most of the seettle- 
ments already have their neighborhood 
ciubs, and à. sunulaidy of interest should 
induce them to adopt some general plan of 
proceeding.

until within a day or two has he been able 
to move his arm, and he will probably be 
fully recovered in a week or two A third 
had gone to the Post Office in search of let- 
ters; and will be out of the doctor’s hands by 
the end of the week The foürth and last 
was Dr Stone, who was sinking rapidly, and 
had spparently but a few hours to live 

Dr. Hamilton says that he has selected a 
smaller building, above Larimer street, for 
occupancy during the winter, where he will 
soon remove. He has supported the estab- 
lishment go far entirely from his own re- 
sources, and the contributions of a few 
friends Many patients have been provided 
by him with board and medical attendance 
free of charge, and we trust that some ar- 
rangement maybe made whereby he cau be 
remunerated, in part at least, for the outlay 
The attention of the public should be called 
to it, and an appropriation given for suocess- 
fully carrying on the undertaking so nobly 
begun.

Mountain Sheep—Wonderful development of 
Quartz—Gold-bearing Quartz Dike thirty-five 
miles long— Terrific Storm—Snow and Sleet

Just as we were about to camp for the 
night we came in sight of a large drove of 
Mountain Sheep, upon a barren peak above. 
Our hunters pursued, but could sof get an 
effective shot at them We found the change 
from the hot volley below to these cold sum- 
mits à very great one — On the following day 
we pursued our course Ascending a high 
summit, which we supposed at first would 
separate the western fiom the eastern wat- 
ers, We obtained a very fine view of the 
country around To the south east we again 
saw the quartz mountains which we had 
seen on the previous day, but were unable 
to sce far ın advance, as the mountains rose 
sull higher before The number of quartz 
leads began to increase rapidly, but as it 
was quite too cold to remain long, we did 
not examine them Passing over patches of 
snow, following recent pony tracks, we lost 
for a time our trail, and camped for noon 1n 
the head of a deep canon, lending to the 
eastward, down which we sought to pass, 
but were utterly unable on account of its 
abruptness Here we found ourselves again 
surrounded with storms, Interspersed wath 
intervals of sunshine. After dinner we again 
discovered the trail and attempted to cross a 
high divide, but were driven back by the 
most teriific storm I ever witnessed Ag it 
reached the highest, we were near the sum- 
mit of the ridge The wind blew furiously, 
and fragmenta of rochs, blown from the 
peaks above, fell 1u showers around us, to- 
gether with snow and hail During this 
storm I received a light electric shock, not 
severe enough to throw me from my mule, 
but quite sufficient to be unpleasant 
ing it impracticable to cross at that time, 
we turned back to camp, wet and almost 
freezing, where we built large fires and pro-' 
ceeded to dry and thaw ourselves Our 
camp was by the side of a small stream, 
whose channel was formed by the crevice of 
a quartz lend, similar to the Gregory leads, 
save that the quartz was mostly crystallized, 
and the iron pyrites more yellow 

On the following mormng we started early 
to avoid the storm By this means we were 
able to reach the summit just as the storm 
commenced Before us was a canon leading 
to the east, down which we followed, cold 
and drenched The trail was a fair one, but 
quite muddy Never before has it been my 
fortune to see so abrupt 4 canon, or to pags 
down one so precipitous At the firal timber 
we camped, almost too much benumbed to 
be able to build a fire Here we again 
warmed and dried ourselves, and then trav- 
eled on We were now fairly in the quarts 
belt Tunumerable -lodes cropped out on 
either side. The boulders 1n the bed of the 
stream were for the most part of this quartz, 
and from all appearances might be rich 
The stream increased rapidly, falling about 
two feet per rod, sometimes leaping perpen- 
dicularly twenty, thirty or forty fect. The 
scenery was more than magnificent—it was 
sublime The water, pure as it possibly 


could be—so pure that our whaa train’ of 
ore than’ twenry-animsis passing through 


more 
it did not rile it in the least—-went dashing 
over precipices and under bridges of snow 
and ice, in a mighty mountain torrent 

What most interested our party, however, 
was the evidences of great mineral weslth 
which everywhere surrounded us Qn de- 
scending over the sliding rock, mostly quartz, 
to where the canon widens out into a valley, 
we at length reached the immense dike of 
gold-beartng quartz, which he had seen in 
the distance several days before. We found 
this solid mass more than a mile in width 
where we crossed it, and much wider to the 
noith-east, while to the south-west 1t was 
apparently several mles in width Hore 
we camped for half a day, to give it a shght 
examination We found the color iu the 
loose pay dirt which drifted down the moun- 
tain-side, and from the quartz which we 
crushed between two stones, We were una- 
ble to do anything satisfactory in the way of 
prospecting, on account of the extreme loose- 
ness of the gravel, We also tound specimens: 
of lead ore in the quariz 

Our provisions now were becoming rapidly 
exhausted, and we could stay mo longer 
The stream which we had supposed emptied 
into the Rio Grando del Norte, still winding’ 
is way between almost perpendicular walls 
thousands of feet high, covered with perpet- 
ual snow, turned to the south and then to 
the south-west, convincing us that it must 
either be the San Juan, which empties into 
the Colorado, or a stream whose name I have 
forgotten, which runs down into Aroma 
and sinks there Finding that to follow it 
would only lead us further from settlemenis, 
though probably into a richer country, we 
determined to leave it, taking the first prac- 
ticable right hand pass This determination 
was confirmed by our fnding a large tiail, 
which, leading up the stream on which we 
were, passed up a gmall canon 1n the direc- 
hon in which we wished to travel Our 
course still Jay in the edge of the quartz, un- 
til wo had nenly reached the summit of the 
dividing ridge It was somewhere in this 
region that Col Fiemont lost 80 many men 
and animals. Xa. PEE 
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A day's tiavel brought us to the summit of 
the dividing ridge, and we descended into a 
dry canon, which afterwards proved to be 
the very source of the Del Norte To our 
left we could still sce the immense quartz 
belt, probably two miles across, and rising 
in a solid mountain thousands of feet inj 
hight. Passing downward, away from the 


snowy ridges, we came upon a small rivulet, ' 


which was constantly increased by other 
small streams, until ıt became quite a tor- 
rent. During the afternoon we passed & 
large number of water-wasbed towers of ar- 
gulaceous slate, of an indigo color. 

Our course was now through & country 
made up of stratified rocks, whose organism 
had been nearly destroyed by igneous ac- 
tion At mght we camped on a hill near 
the river-side, where, for the first time for 
several weeks, we found the real granite 
cropping out from benesth the other rocks. 
From,tbis point the. rocks ohanged rapidly 
to: basaltic granite, which continued, with 
but. ttle interruption, until we reached the 
Bayou San Louis. f 
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The river here: passed through a deep 
canon, nnd we were obhged to pass over the 
mounia.n-side, along the base of a range of 
columner basalt. As we passed down to the 
river, once more we found a beautiful green

valley, where 1t flowed leisurely slong, form- 


ing a most excellent and beautiful fishing i 


ground, abounding in trout of the finest 
quality, and we camped early at noon to take 
advantage ofit Never have I eaten fish or 
flesh with £o great a relish. Our course was

At night we camped 
at a point where the river enlers a majestic 
canon, whose walls are of redish, basaltic 
granite, and rise perpendicularly several 
hundred fect At first sight one would sup- 
pose xt impossible (o pass through, but upon 
entering it we found a bottom several rods 
broad, on which a sort of blue joint grass 
grew as high as my shoulders, Nowhere 
had I found so much of beauty and grandeur 
mingled together in so small a space The 


linuing for ten miles through a narrow canon 
whose walls were of broken rocks, which 
rendered traveling very difficult whenever 
we ware obliged, on account of the narrow- 
ness of the bottom, to tnke tho mountain 
side The river still retained its transpar- 
ency.

At first 
we supposed them to be Indians, and drew 
‘up to meet them, but soon found that they 
were a party of prospectors, on their way to 
Fort Garland, and that many of them, like 
ourselves, were out of provisions, and very 
glad to get. the beef, we had just left. 

For the first time in. fifty days we heard 
from Denver Occurrendes' which had been 
almost forgolten by them’ werg noys to ub 
They were, however, from California Gulch, 
and could give us but httle information con- 
cerning matters 1n the valley. 

A fow miles further on we met three Mex- 
jeans, who were on their way to tho mines 
Making use of all the Spanish that we could. 
muster, we learned from them that Fort 
Garland was about two days ahead, “About 
ten o'clock on the following day we came to 
here a luge party of men were at work

The Oregon 'Legislature met at Salem on 
the 10th The House organized by choosing 
Benj. Harding, Douglas Democrat, who at 
the last two elections voted for Logan, Re 
publican, for Congress, as Speaker, T Mce- 
Patten Republican, Chief Clerk, Allen, 
Douglas Democrat, Assistant Clerk and 
Severage, Repubhean, Sergeant at arms. 

The Senatorial organization. of the As- 
sembly was regarded by the Breckinridge 
members as an indication that a Douglas 
Republican coalition was already formed to 
elect Col Baher and S.W Nesmith Sena- 
tors.

at him as he fled, one of which passed thro’ 
the calf of bis leg; but breaking off the ar- 
tow, he continued his flight ane he reached 
the heuses 1n safety. 

A few Mexicans started on the trail of 
tne Indians, who were soon ipinec by other 
stragglers, making their numbers two strong 
for the party in purguit, and they returned. 
The Indians drove off one horse only. Had 
they sueceeded in killing the boy who saw 
thein, his death would have been laid to the 
Navajoes, and they would have had time to 
rausack the “whole valley for horses and 
nules. This is the way they manage it. 
No one doubts thathalf the murders and 
robberies attributed to the Navajoes are 
committed by these rascally Apaches and 
Utahs. The animals thus obtained they ex- 
change with the 3(aunton.A pachee for those 
stolen in that vicinity.

What was Learned by the Observations 
on the late Eclipse. 


The solar eclipse of July 17, 1860, was 
more thoroughly observed than any other 
that ever occurred. In addition to the great 
number of trained observers who were 8cat- 
tered along the hne of his path, from the 
State of Oregon to Egypt, the new art of 
astronomical photography lent 1ts powerful 
aid towards obtaining a complete history of 
the phenomena In former total echpses, 
when the sün was completely hidden by the 
moon, still brighter objects, appearing like 
protuberances, were seen extending into the 
corona, There had been much discussion 
amo: g astronomers in regard to these ap- 
pearances, some believing that they were 
produced by the action of the earth/s atmos- 
phere on the sun?s light, others attributing 
them to the moon, and others still to the 
sun. Hopes had been for some time énter- 
tained that the eclipse of this year wauld 
afford observations which would settle’ these 
questions These hopes have not been dis- 
appointed [he corona is a lummons at- 
mosphere of the sun, brighter than the face 
ef the moon, gradnaily becoming fainter as 
the distanee from the sun increases, till it 
fades away in the sky witbout any defined 
limit, but visible at least at 500,000 leagues 
from the body of the sun. "The red protu- 
berances are luminous floating clouds, float- 
ing in the shining atmosphere, all of them 
pretty near the surface of the sun Itis a 
curious fact that some of these clouds im- 
presged their image on the photographie 
paper, though they could not be seen through 
with powerful telescopes. This fact 18 ex- 
plained on the supposition that they may 
have emitted a deep violet hght, mostly com- 
posed of chemical rays, - 

The application of photography to obser- 
vations of the heavenly bodies was first 
made by our American astro iomers, a fact 
admitted by the English and Fren h

From WAsHINGTON.—Some charges have 
been preferred against Gen. Harney, by sub- 
ordinate officers, on grounds of behavior on 
his part unbecoming an» officer, etc. But 
what of his course 1s obnoxious to the ac- 
cusation of 'abuse of authonty,” 18, donbt- 
legs, founded on a serious charge by Gen 
Scott. Itseems that the British “Munster 
demanded the removal of Gen- Harney from 
his command in Washingnon Territory, for 
the alleged reason that he had violated the 
arrangement entered into by Gen. Srott 
and Gov Douglas coneerning the island of 
San Juan, thereby restoring Capt. Pickett 
to command, and by again putting 1n oper- 
ation the United States territorial laws 

General scott 1mpeaches General Harney 
by stating, in substance, that, having had no 


name to his strictly. person-| confidence in his disposition to carry out 


said arrangement with fidelity and courtesy, 
he suggested to General Harney, before 
leaving the Paific coast, the advisabilaty of 
Ins taking some other command, adding that 
the British Government would Jouhtless ask 
bis removal from the one he thenheld. Gen 
Harney rejected the advice, stating that he 
should not abandona position in which he 
had bsen placed bythe President The above 
charge of Gen. Harney, he has made defense 
by a letter to the Secretary of War. He 
states, as it 1s said, that he was not made 
acquainted with the arrangements entered 
into by Gen Scott and Gov. Douglas. He 
removed the captain who, under order of 
Gen Scott, hac been assigned the command 
of the United States company on the Island 
of San Juan, because of his punishing and 
banishing persons who had been acquitted of 
crime by the Jeyal authorities. He also de- 
fends himself from the other charge of Gen. 
Scott, to wit, the restoring of the United 
States territonal law to force and offect 
upon the island,

Arrapahoes Decline to ent, 

Maj Greenwood, Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, with his party, consistirg of Col. 
White, Col. Potts, a son of Barnwell Rhett, 
of South Carolina, and several others, 
reached thiscity yesterday from their visit 
to the Indian tribes of the “far West.” 

Maj. Greenwood went out for the purpose 
of making a treaty with the Arrapahoes and 
Cheyennes, by which their warlike demons- 
trations e whites should be termi- 
nated, and with a further view of purchasing 
their lande, now lying m the mining regions 
of Tike,s Peak, add removing these tribes to 
some other locality. They failed, however, 
to effect any treacy with them. Some of the 
Arrapahoe chiefs came in to Bent’s Fort to 
treat with tbe Commissioner, but the Chey- 
ennes would not. They professed to be sus- 
picious of the attempt to get them to the 
Fort, where the Commission was to meet, 
declaring their apprehension that some 
treachery was designed towards them It 
1g thought this was alla sham, used aga 
pretext for their unwillingness to enter into 
any treaty. The Arrapahoes, therefore, 
conclude to make no treaty unless the Chey- 
enues would join them 1n doing so, and aside 
from tbis latter reason, it was ascertained 
that: all their own chiefs were not cisnosed
